Shelton State Community College 
recently received notification from the 
state of Alabama's Public School and 
College Authority Board that the col- 
lege will recei ve $4 1 ,000 in funding that 
will be used to develop a state-of-art 
computer lab for technology training. 
The lab will be located in the Business 
and Industry Training Center housed on 
the college's Martin Campus. 

The money for the computer lab 
was approved Governor Don Siegleman 
along with support from board members 
Dr. Henry C. Mabry, Dr. Donald 
Williamson, and Dr. Ed Richardson. 
State Senator Phil Poole, D-Moundville, 
was instrumental in acquiring the funds 
for the project. 

We are pleased to recei ve the funds 
which will have an immediate impact on 
the training of our local work force," 
said Shelton President Rick Rogers. 
"This grant is a direct result of Senator 
Poole's commitment to technical train- 
ing for West Alabama," said Rogers. 

'The productivity levels of busi- 
ness and industry are becoming closely 



related to the abilit >l employees to 
operate computer controlled equipment 
and associated software," Rogers said. 

In order for companies in this area 
to have access to proper training and 
certification to address these needs. Shel- 
ton State, through its training for Busi- 
ness and Industry Center, must continue 
to develop software training and certifi- 
cation programs. Shelton State has re- 
cently been designated an official 
Microsoft Office User Specialist 
(MOUS) testing center, and the installa- 
tion of a computer lab devoted to em- 
ployee development and training is part 
of the college's mission to be responsive 
to the community. 

According to Steve Fair, director 
of the center, this new lab will provide 
training for business and industry through 
various software applications. The col- 
lege hopes to have the lab functioning as 
soon as possible, realistically beginning 
in the fall, said Fair.

Shelton State Community College 
will recognize the college's outstanding 
students on Tuesday, May 7 at 6:30 p.m. 
in the Umphrey Center on the Martin 
campus during the Honors' Night pro- 
gram, an annual event. But this year an 
additional honors award ceremony will 
take place on the Fredd campus on May

The Norman Cephus Special Achieve- 
ment Award and the LW. Mitchell Outstand- 
ing Technical Student Award will be made 
based on the following considerations: 40% 
grade pointaverage; 15% community service 
over the past year, 15% school service over 
the past year, 15 % technical recognition; and 
15% job related activities, work responsibili- 
ties, and family responsibilities. 

These two award will be presented by 
the former presidents themselves. Standing 
in for his late father in presenting the C.A. 
Fredd award will be his son.
